The value of the 
whole collection la in the nelghbour- 
Jiood ot Î8B0, and it Is not to bo sup- 
posed that the appropriation for fur- 
nishing would cover such' an Item as 
this. That the College was able at 
its opening to have the walls so de- 
corated was duo to the generosity of 
Alessrs. Scott & Sons who offered' to 
liang the' pictures and allow them to 
remain In place for six months, In 
ithe hope that within that time the 
iCollege or 'Its friends would bo able 
to purchase at least the rffajorlty of 
the pictures.

In 
a preface by Worth Ihgton C. Ford, 
IcUer;S and_ accounts dre given to show 
Washington's business dealings.' Ford 
writes that personal Items In tho In- 
ventory give some Idça of the man 
Washington,, although^lt cannot b© re- 
garded as an absolutely true picture
